Committee Note:
The Education Interim Committee recommended this bill.
Legislative Vote: 14 voting for 0 voting against 5 absent
General Description:
This bill addresses student use of alcohol, tobacco, electronic cigarette products, and
other substances through education and prevention programs and discipline policies.

Highlighted Provisions:

This bill:
> defines terms;
> amends provisions relating to the offense of underage purchase and possession of

electronic cigarette products;

> requires local school boards to adopt discipline policies to address possession and
use of electronic cigarette products on school grounds;

> renames the Underage Drinking Prevention Program the Underage Drinking and
Substance Abuse Prevention Program;

> adds a requirement to teach a school-based prevention program for students in grade
4or5;

> adds a requirement to include education about the risks of electronic cigarette
products in a school-based prevention program;

> requires schools to create a plan to address the causes of student use of tobacco,
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alcohol, electronic cigarette products, and controlled substances;
> creates a stipend for a specialist to administer the plan; and
> requires the state board to establish a library of best practices.

(1) As used in this section:

(a) "Digital citizenship" means the norms of appropriate, responsible, and healthy
behavior related to technology use, including digital literacy, ethics, etiquette, and security.

(b) "Educator" means the same as that term is defined in Section 53E-6-102.

(c) (1) "Parent member" means a member of a school community council who is a
parent of a student who:

(A) is attending the school; or

(B) will be enrolled at the school during the parent's term of office.

(i) "Parent member" may not include an educator who is employed at the school.

(d) "Safety principles" means safety principles that, when incorporated into programs
and resources, impact academic achievement by strengthening a safe and wholesome learning
environment, including continual efforts for safe technology utilization and digital citizenship.
